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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This action is in response to the original filing of November 18, 2003. Claims 1-26 are 
pending and have been considered below. 

Objections 

2. The use of the trademark [for example Linux ™, Unix™, etc....] has been noted in this 
application. It should be capitalized wherever it appears and be accompanied by the generic 
terminology. 

Although the use of trademark is permissible in patent applications, the proprietary nature of the 
marks should be respected and every effort made to prevent their use in any manner, which 
might adversely affect their validity as trademarks. 

3. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: the examiner notes 
the use of acronyms: such as HTML and others, in the specification without including a 
description in plain text, as required. Appropriate correction is required. 

4. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: the examiner notes 
some mistakes: such as "...as discussed regarding claim 240." (page 12, para. [0041] and 
"...dialing living routine,..." (page 19, para. [0058]), please check the disclosure carefully for 
other type of similar mistakes. Appropriate correction is required. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102(e) that form 
the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or. (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21 (2) of such treaty in the English language. 

6. Claims 1-6 and 8-26 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Samaan et al. (US 2002/01 38843 A1 ). 

Claim 1 : Samaan discloses a nriethod for creating a presentation of the abilities of and 
requirements for a person comprising: 

capturing at least one subject video sequence of a subject person ( page 12, para. 
[0116]) 

editing the subject video sequence to create an edited subject video sequence ( page 12, 
para. [0117]) 

capturing an observer video sequence ( page 12, para. [01 16]) 

: editing the observer video sequence to create an edited observer video sequence ( page 
12, para! [0117]) v / 

preparing at least two text portions concerning the subject person (page 5, para. [0057]). 

creating a subject summary screen that includes a first link to the edited subject video 
sequence, a second link to the edited observer video sequence, and hypertext links to the at 
least two text portions (page 5, para. [0051 & 0052]). 
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Claim 2: Samaan discloses a method as in claim 1 above, wherein the subject video sequence 
shows the subject person performing at least one of getting dressed, work place skills, 
communicating (page 3, para. [0034]). 

Claims 3 & 1 1 : Samaan discloses a method as in claim 1 above and 10 below, wherein the 
observer video sequence shows at least one of a caregiver, an employer, a friend, a parent, a 
spouse, and a medical provider of the subject person (page 2, para. [0027]), Examiner note: an 
edited birthday celebration video normally showcases comments or wishes from family 
members, friends and others about the subject person celebrating. 

Claim 4: Samaan discloses a method as in claim 1 above, wherein the observer video sequence 
shows an observer discussing at least one of an abilities of the subject person, a medical 
condition of the subject person, a demeanor of the subject person (page 2, para. [0027]), 
Examiner note: an edited birthday celebration video normally showcases a variety of comments 
or wishes from family members, friends and others about the subject person celebrating. 

Claim 5: Samaan discloses a method as in claim 1 above, wherein the text portions include text 
concerning at least two of daily routines, transportation requirement, communication abilities, 
medical condition, usual behavior, unusual behavior, and warning signs concerning the subject 
person (page 16, para. [0147]). 

Claim 6: Samaan discloses a method as in claim 1 above,4unth v er ■corapijsiBg;-;,:^. v --v\- : .>-. v 7 

storing the subject summary screen, the edited subject video sequence, the edited 
observer video sequence, and the at least two text portions to a machine readable medium 
(page 6, para. [0072]). 
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Claim 8: Samaan discloses a method as in claim 1 above, further comprising: 

making the machine readable medium accessible via a network (page 6, para. [0072]). 

Claim 9: Samaan discloses a method for creating a presentation of the abilities of and 
requirements of a person comprising: 

capturing at least one subject video sequence of a subject person performing at least one 
of getting dressed, work place skills, communicating (page 3, para. [0034]) 

capturing an observer video of at least one of a caregiver, an employer, a friend, a 
parent, a spouse, and a medical provider of the subject person discussing at least one of an 
abilities of the subject person, a medical condition of the subject person, a demeanor of the 
subject person ( page 2, para. [0027]) 

editing the subject video sequence to create an edited subject video sequence ( page 12, 
para. [0117]) 

editing the observer video sequence to create an edited observer video sequence ( page 
12, para. [0117]) 

preparing at least two text portions concerning the subject person, including text 
concerning at least two of daily routines, transportation requirement, communication abilities, 
medical condition, usual behavior, unusual behavior, and warning signs (page 5, para. [0057]) 

creating a subject summary screen that includes a first link to the edited subject video 
sequence, a secpnd.link to the edited observer video sequence, and hypertext links to the at 
least two text portions (page 5, para. [0051 & 0052]). 

storing the subject summary screen, the edited subject video sequence, the edited 
observer video sequence, and the at least two text portions to a machine readable medium 
(page 6, para. [0072]). 
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Claim 10: Samaan discloses a method of presenting the abilities of and requirements of a 
person comprising: 

presenting an opening screen to a viewer, the opening screen having a plurality of 
hypertext links, including at least one each of a video item link and a text item link, each of the 
hypertext links having one of a plurality. of graphical user interface items associated therewith 
(page 5, para. [0051]) 

receiving a viewer selection of one of the hypertext links (page 5, para. [0052]) 

presenting a selected video item to the viewer when the viewer selection is the video item 
link, the selected video item presenting at least one of the subject person and an observer of the 
subject person discussing the subject person (page 5, para. [0053]) 

presenting a selected text item to the viewer when the viewer selection is the text item 
link, the selected text item concerning the subject person (page 16, para. [0147]). 

Claim 12: Samaan discloses a method as in claim 10 above, wherein the selected video item 
"£vr iv* ^ has as a subject at' leasPohe of ah abilities of the subject person, a medical condition of the 

subject person, a daily routine of the subject person, a demeanor of the subject person (page 3, 
para. [0034]). 

Claim 13: Samaan discloses a method as in claim 12 above, wherein the abilities include at 
least one of work place skills, physical limitations, intelligence, mental capacity (page 3, para.

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Claim 14: Samaan discloses a method as in claim 10 above, wherein the text item describes at 
least one of an abilities of the subject person, a medical condition of the subject person, a daily 
routine of the subject person, a demeanor of the subject person (page 16, para. [0147]). 



Claim 15: Samaan discloses a method as in claim 14 above, wherein the abilities include at 
least one of work place skills, physical limitations, intelligence, mental capacity (page 3, para. 
[0034]). 

Claim 16: Samaan discloses a method as in claim 10 above, wherein the graphical user 
interface items include a text label, an icon, and a thumbnail image (page 12, para [0119]). 

Claims 17 and 26: Samaan discloses a machine readable medium having stored thereon 
instructions which when executed cause a system to perform operations to present the abilities 
of and requirements of a person comprising: 

presenting an opening screen to a viewer, the opening screen having a plurality of 
hypertext links, including at least one each of a video item link and a text item link, each of the 
hypertext links having one of a plurality of graphical user interface items associated therewith 
(page 5, para. [0051]) 

receiving a viewer selection of one of the hypertext links (page 5, para. [0052]) 

presenting a selected video item to the viewer when the viewer selection is the video item 
link, the selected video item presenting at least one of the subject person and an observer of the 
subject person discussing the subject person (page 5, para. [0053]) 

presenting a selected text item to the viewer when the viewer selection is the text item 
link, the selected text item concerning the subject person (page 16, para. [0147]). 
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Claim 18: Samaan discloses a machine readable medium as in claim 17 above, wherein the 
observer is at least one of a caregiver to the subject person, an employer of the subject person, 
a friend of the subject person, a parent of the subject person, a spouse of the subject person, 
and a medical provider of the subject person ( page 2, para. [0027]), Examiner note: an edited 
birthday celebration video normally showcases comments or wishes from family members, 
friends and others about the subject person celebrating. 



Claim 19: Samaan discloses a machine readable medium as in claim 17 above, wherein the 
selected video item has as a subject at least one of an abilities of the subject person, a medical 
condition of the subject person, a daily routine of the subject person, a demeanor of the subject 
person (page 3, para. [0034]). 

Claim 20: Samaan discloses a machine readable medium as in claim 19 above, wherein the 
abilities include at least one of work place skills, physical limitations, intelligence, mental 
capacity (page 3, para. [0034]). 

Claim 21 : Samaan discloses a machine readable medium as in claim 17 above, wherein the text 
item describes at least one of an abilities of the subject person, a medical condition of the 
subject person, a daily routine of the subject person, a demeanor of the subject person (page 
16, para. [0147]). 



Claim 22: Samaan discloses a machine readable medium as in claim 21 above, wherein the 
abilities include at least one of work place skills, physical limitations, intelligence,, mental 
capacity (page 16, para. [0147]). 
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Claim 23: Samaan discloses a machine readable medium as in claim 17 above, wherein the 
graphical user interface items include a text label, an icon, and a thumbnail image (page 12, 
para [0119]). 

Claim 24: Samaan discloses a machine readable medium as in claim 17 above, included in a 
computing device (see fig. 1 , item #18). 

Claim 25: Samaan discloses a machine readable medium as in claim 17 above, included in a 
server computing device to be transmitted to a client computing device over a network (see fig. 
1, items #12 and 18). 



Claim 26: A machine readable medium having stored thereon instructions which when executed 
cause a system to perform operations to present the abilities of and requirements of a person 
comprising: 

presenting an opening screen to a viewer, the opening screen having a plurality of 
hypertext links/including at least one each of a video item link and a text item link, each of the 
hypertext links having one of a plurality of graphical user interface items associated therewith 

receiving a viewer selection of one of the hypertext links 

presenting a selected video item to the viewer when the viewer selection is the video item 
link, the selected video item presenting one of the subject person, a caregiver to the subject 
person, an employer of the subject person, a friend of the subject person, a parent of the subject 
person, a spouse of the subject person, and a medical provider of the subject person, discussing 
at least one of an abilities of the subject person, a medical condition of the subject person, a 
daily routine of the subject person, a demeanor of the subject person 

presenting a selected text item to the viewer when the viewer selection is the text item link, the 
selected text item describing at least another of the abilities of the subject person, the medical

condition of the subject person, the daily routine of the subject person, the demeanor of the 
subject person. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

7: The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all obviousness 
rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in section 102 of this title, if the 
differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been 
obvious at the time the invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability 
shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

8. Claim 7 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Samaan et al. 
(US 2002/01 38843 A1). 

Claim 7: Samaan discloses a method as in claim 1 above, but does not explicitly disclose 
providing the machine readable medium to prospective employers or prospective caregivers 
when requested to dp so by the subject person. However, Samaan discloses a server computer 
linked to the Internet and users can use their personal computers to access the server (fig. 1). 
Therefore, it would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to use a machine readable medium to transport these files. One would 
have been motivated to do so in order to make it more convenient to those who don't have 
access to the Internet.
